ary 9, 1887, for teu years, the use of butter, 
cheese, milk and egg* is also permitted. 


6. The use of Jard in preparing food on 


all days throughout tbe year. 


7. When the principal meal cannot be 


SECTION 1. Section 2 of said Act 


hereby oroended to read as follows: 


Sue. 2. It shall be unlawful for any 


person or persons between tbe 15th daj 
of October of each year ani the 1st day ol 
M«y of each year to catch or kill ony river,

It shall not be lawful for any 


railway corporation, express company or 
other common carriers or private parties, 
to ship or transport for sale, or to receive 
for shipping, or to have in their possession 
for transportation, any of tho river or brook 
trout, or land-locked salmon, taken from 
'the rivers, lakes or other waters of this 
State, between the 15th day oS October and 
IDS 1st d«y of May of each year, nor to 
fthip or transport for sale, elNo receive for 
transportation, any lake Uoul Uken from 
any lake or otter waters of this State be- 
tween tbe 1st day of Janua»y and tbe fiist 
day of May of each year, nor at any time 
to have in their posaission any illegally 
caught fish taken from the waters of this 
State. Any railway corporation, express 
company or other comm in carriers, or 
private parties, or tbe managing agent of 
any railwoy corporation, express company 
or common carriers violating the provisions 
of this section shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, nod upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined in aoy sum not less than twenty 
dollars or more than ona hundred dollars, 
or itnpriconment in tbe county jail at the 
rate of one day for each two dollars of fine, 
or by both fine and imprisonment.
